RUSSIAN ARCHBISHOP DIES. 
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NRA TAS NO CASE 


ON BiG COMPANY 
~ THAT WIL STICK

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Gen. 
Hugh 8. Johnson, NRA Administra- 
tor, told newspaper editors today 
that no charges of NRA code viola- 
tion against large manufacturers 
had developed a case that would 
stand up in the courts. He was ad- 
dressing the convention of the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors. 

J noted that frequent re 
ports in the “opposition” press Rad 
asked why some drastic action had 
not been taken against come con- 
alleged to be violat- 
ing an NRA code. 

“On reference to the  Federai 
Trade Commission, or to our legal 
department, or to the Attorney- 
General, we haven't any case 
against a large manufacturer that 
would stand up in the courts,” 
Johnson said, “but some are skat- 
ing pretty close to the line.” 

Johnson told the editors that “if 
you help, the objective of NRA will 
be more quickly achieved. But if 
you hang around like vultures and 
swoop down on every mistake, it 
will take longer,” he added. 

“I would like to have your co 
operation because i think the na- 
tional recovery program inaugu- 
rated by President Roosevelt is the 
only way to get the country out of 
the economic depression. And if you 
think we are out of our difficulties, 
you are very much mistaken,” he 
continued. 

“We have been accused of a dia- 
bolical desire to impose a censor 
ship on the: press and the radiv. 
Considering the articles and 
speeches in opposition to the Presi- 
dent’s program we certainly have 
made the poorest kind of mess, if 
control of the agencies of pubiicity 
‘was one of our objects. 

“As a matter of fact, the consti- 
tutional prohibition ag: inst inter- 
ference with the press has been 
taken into account with every draft 
of the newspaper code since the 
first appearance of the publishers 
committee in the matter. We might 
as well have put in the 106 com- 
mandments and probably would 
have done so had the newspaper 
committee requested a positive re- 
assertion of the decalogue.” 

After reading from notes John- 
son invited questions, and Artuhr J. 
Sinnott of the Newark Evening 
News said: ‘Our main kick is that 
you are shooting too fast, it makes 
us all dizzy—It seems like you're 
trying to get a heaven on earih—a 
code for this and a code for that. ! 
didn't know newspapers were sweat 
shops.” 

Johnson said nobody had called 
newspapers sweat shops but a:imit- 
ted a “malaedroitness of expression” 
in connection with the newspaper 
code. 

When Sinnott suggested that the 
NRA could have found more acute 
problems in other lines without tak- 
ing in newspapers so quickly, John- 
son said it had early proved neces- 
sary to cover industries as rapidly 
as poesible since they all cc:npete 
for labor. 

Johnson denied reports of cen- 
sorship on NRA publicity. He said 
it had been found necessary tuo 
channel news through a publicity 
department.

Sam Wolf and his nephew, Albert 
Mandel, former ‘racing handbook 
operators, were sentenced to three 
months in jail and fined $500 by 
Federal Judge Faris today when 
they pleaded guilty of failure to 
file income tax returns for 1929. 

Other counts in the indictments 
against them, charging tax evasion 
in the years 1929 to 1930, on which 
penitentiary sentences might have 
been imposed, were dismissed by the 
District Attorney. 

The Government alleged Wolf 
won $160,000 on wagers in 1929 and 
lost $128,000, leaving a net of $32,- 
000; that he won $35,450 in 1930 
and lost $18,200, leaving a net of 
$17,250 for that year. It sought to 
collect taxes and penalties on a net 


income of $49,500 for the two years.| } 


Wolf Obtains 10-Day Stay. 

Wolf obtained a 10-day stay of 
execution to enable him to make 
provision for the care of two small 
nieces dependent on him. Mandel 
began his term immediately. 

In Mandel’s case, the Government 
glleged he had an income of $145,- 
000 in 1929 and $105,000 in 1930. It 
sought to collect a tax of $25,986

KAISER'S SUPPRESED 
TALK REPUBLISHED 


Magazine Gives Out 1908 In- 
terview Newspapers Had 
Previously Printed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, April 20.—The May is- 
sue of the Atlantic Monthly con- 
tuins William Harlan Hale’s story 
of the indiscreet interview granted 
in 1908 by Kaiser Wilhel:. I] to 
the writer’s father, William Bay- 
ard Hale, American newspaper and 
magazine correspondent. 

The German Emperor s interview, 
which contained matter likely to be 
dangerous to the then carefully pre 
served balance of European peace, 
was announced for publication in 
the Century Magazine for [Decem- 
ber, 1908. Before the magazine ap- 
peared, the German Foreign Office 
demanded that the matter be sup 
pressed, and a German cruiser vis- 
isted New York to take the printed 
pages to sea, with the consent of 
the editors, and sink them. 

As the younger Hale tells of the 
interview, the gist of the views ex- 
pressed by the Kaiser, six years be- 
fore the outbreak of the World 
War, was: 

The inevitable world crisis was 
a clash between Japan and Occi- 
dental nations: East and West 
must meet, and the West must con- 
quer. 

Great: Britain was guilty of a sort 
of political miscegenation in ally- 
ing herself with Japan. 

War was necessary. War was 
Christian. The Bible was full af 
fighting. The greatest soidiers 
were Christians. 

Theodore Roosevelt, then Presi- 
dent of the United States, was 
his hero—the dominating, militaris- 
tic leader he hoped he himself was. 
The course of history was largely 
determined not by the clashing of 
social forces and economic trends, 
but by the deeds of great men and 
personalities. 


Shortly after the suppression of 
the interview it was published in 
the New York World and the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. Early in the 
World War it was republished by 
both newspapers.

BOSTON, April 20.—Finns are 
supposed to know all about dis- 
tance running, but Dave Komonen,

marathon. 

This wiry runner, who tas been 
living in Toronto and Sudbury, Ont., 
for five years, believes snow shoe- 
ing gave him the stamina needed to 
lead yesterday’s crack field of 193 
over the 26 miles 385 yards of hills 
and lane that stretch from a Hop- 
kinton farm to thé B. A. A’s club- 
house in the back bay. 

“T trained for this race on snow 
shoes,” he said through an interpre 
ter, “running 15 and 20 miles a day. 
When you take them off and run on 
bare und, your feet feel like 
feathers. Foot running is much 
easier than snow shoeing.” 

Komonen had only two real 
threats against his success, Johnny 
Kelley, young Medford runner who 
finished second, and Bill Steiner, 
cocky New York German, who 
placed third after leading the field 
for 16 miles. 

Komonen was clocked in 2.32.53 
45, and Kelley in 2.36:50 2-5,

to drop out after 17 miles, as did 
smiling Jimmy Henigan, the 1931 
victor.

bilateral agreements with the 
Reich operating under a budget 
granting increases for military pur- 
poses. 

Germany's insistence upon de 
fense airplanes, also voiced in the 
note to Britain, was generally ex- 
pected in Geneva. 

“Unexpected and disconcerting. 
but probably logical,” was the opin- 
ion expressed concerning France’s 
memorandum to London in which 
the French, assuming bilateral ne- 
gotiations were “rendered vain” by 
Germany’s defense movés, deynand- 
ed that a full disarmament confer- 
ence resume discussions where they 
were ieft off in October, 1933. 
France, it was declared here, re- 
fuses to accept as legal the German 
armaments revealed in the German 
military budget and wants the dis- 
armament conference to tackle the 
problem from the stardpoint that 
Germany already has hagun rearm- 
ing in vi6lation of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles.

The opposite of Mr. Roosevelt’s concep- 
tion of planning was exemplified in the 
philosophy of Mr. Coolidge: that nature 
should take its course, that you must not 
cross any bridge till you come to it, that 
you must not think much about the bridge 
till you have come to it, and that when you 
have come to it, you must not cross it if you 
can avoid it. Mr. Roosevelt does not like 
drift and inaction. That is the chief im- 
pulse behind his fondness for the word 
“planning.” Then, when he can find a little 
relief from the immediate pressure of the 
emergency, he likes to look further ahead, 
to set on foot plans for the better utiliza- 
tion of the land, for a more stable currency, 
for reducing the congestion of cities, for a 
more just distribution of wealth, for a more 
effective civil service. This is planning, if 


The book is not a history of the first year 
or an interpretation, and it discloses no new 
information. Yet it is revealing. The most 
inter thing it reveals, I think, is Mr. 
Roosevelt’s concentration on the specific, 
the. immediate and the practical. There is’ 
no evidence whatever that he possesses a 
large general social philosophy from which 
he deduces his policies. On the contrary, he 
shows himself a man dealing with a series 
of specific problems who uses this theory or 
that if it offers a concrete solution. 

It is commonly said that he is surrounded 
with doctrinaires and theorists. If he is, 
he must give them all a headache. For no 
doctrine can claim him as convert; if he 
applies a certain theory to a particular set 
of facts, it is not because he believes in the 
theory as such but because, from § that 
theory, someone has ‘derived a course of 
action which seems likely to work. For

With the Hitler caricature, there 
were also removed from the exhibit 
caricatures of Charles G. Dawes 
and Senator William E. Borah. 

The Hitler caricature, called “His 
Best Foot,” shows the Nazi dicta- 
tor, clad only in a pair of short:. 
balancing on a fla*\ing sword. One 
foot, thrust forward. is ~ad in a 
shoe and sock; the other fvot is a 
ciloven hoof. | 

The artist is Caspar Emerson 
Jr. 19 years old, who finished 
high school to find himself with- 
ovt a job and who therefore en- 
tered the art school where unem- 
ployed artists teach. unemployed 
students. 

A statement that only “good tasse” 
was responsible for the removal 
of the caricature was made by 
William M. Ivins Jr., acting direc- 
tor of the museum. 

‘The picture was taken down 
simply because it didn’t seem good 
taste for a public institution to 
exhibit caricatures of known and 
living people,” he declared. “We 
are perfectly neutral. I have heard 
nothing of complaints from the 
outside. No pressure was exerted |: 
that ever came to me.” 

The same explanation was given 
for the removal of the Dawes and 
Borah pictures. 

William C. Monahan, 
newspaper artist 
teacher, differed. 

“We were told there were many 
complaints about the Hitler car 
toon,” he said. “It is such an excel- 
lent piece of work and so original 
it seems unfair to punish a stu- 
dent who shows so much genius.”

In 1844 came another fireworks 
tragedy, but this time only two 
were killed and 15 injured in the 
panic. Four years later, the place 
got its first real touch of revolu- 
tionary fighting when a huge crowd 
tried to rush the Concorde bridge 
and storm the Chamber of Depu- 
ties on the other side of the river 
just as in last February. Troops 
rushed from the Invalides drove 
the rioters away. 

In May of the same year, a 
crowd succeeded in rushing the 
bridge and storming the chamber. 
Turning immediately to oratory, 
the leaders declared the chamber 
dissolved and proclaimed a provis- 
ional government. However, the 
government didn’t last, and a month 
later there were more disorders.’

Cold, they may be stuffed with 
tuna, salmon, crab or chicken.

Baked With Bread Orumbs.

Two tablespoons minced green 
pepper. . 

One teaspoon .minced’ parsley. 

Wipe tomatoes, cut into halves 
crosswise and lay cut side up in 
baking dish.

Spread 
mixture over tomatoes, cover and 
bake half an hour in moderate 
oven—375 degrees F'.—removing

Hearts, Brains, | Kidneys and 
Tripe Give - 
Variety. 


Have you ever wished for some- 
thing different in meats, something 
that. would be a change from 
steaks, chops and roasts? I think 
most of use have and while we 
were making this wish we overlook 


heart, kidneys, tripe, sweetbreads 
and brains. 
These are rich in vitamins and 


minerals and because of this are 
valuable in the diet. 

Since many questions are asked 
as to the cooking of these meats, 


the following recipes may be 


help. ‘ 
Broiled Kidneys. 
Small kidneys. 
Bacon drippings. 
Salt and pepper. 
Grated ‘nutmeg. 
Split kidneys: cover with boiling 


for five minutes. Drain and re- 
move the skin, Dip into melted 
bacon drippings and season with 
salt, pepper and nutmeg. Broil five 
to eight minutes, turning fre- 
quently and brushing with drip- 
pings. Serve with any preferred 
sauce. 

Soak brains in cold water for one 
hour; remove membranes and par- 
boil in salted water to which a little 
vinegar or lemon juice has been 
added. Drain, cover with cold water 
and when cold, drain again. Sep- 
arate into pieces the size of an 
oyster, dip in crumbs, then in egg, 
and then in crumbs again. Brown 
in butter or fry in deep fat and 
drain on unglazed paper. 

Tripe a la Creole. 

One pound boiled tripe. 

Two cups tomatoes. . 

Three tablespoons bacon drip- 
pings. 

Two tablespoons chopped green 
pepper. 

Three tablespoons chopped onion. 

One tablespoon worcestershire 
sauce, 

Two tablespoons flour. 

Two teaspoons salt. 

One-half teaspoon paprika. 

Method: Melt drippings in fry- 
ing pan; add onion and cook until 
brown, add tomatoes and cook 10 
minutes, Mash through strainer 
and add flour which has been mixed 
with cold water; boil five minutes, 
season. Wash and dry tripe, cut in 
small pieces, sprinkle with four, 
brown on. both sides in hot drip-. 
pings, add green pepper and then 
add to sauce. Garnish with boiled 
rice and parsley. Serves four. 

Liver Loaf. 

Remove skin from one pound of 
beef liver, cut into slices and -cook 
in boiling salted water for five min- 
utes. Drain, put through the meat 
grinder and add: 

One cup ,bread_ crumbs. 

Two tablespoons tomato ketchup. 

One-third cup fresh pork, 
chopped. 

Salt and pepper to taste. 

One tablespoon finely chopped 
onion. 

One egg, beaten. 

_ Juice one-half lemon. 

Mix well together and turn into 
baking pan lined with slices of 
bacon. Press the mixture firmly 
into the pan and lay strips of bacon 
on top. Bake in a moderate oven 
one and one-half hours. Serves five. 

Sweetbreads 
General Preparation 

Plunge sweetbreads into cold wa- 
ter; soak one-half hour. Remove 
loose membrane, Then cover with 
boiling water, allowing one table- 
spoon salt and one and one-half 
tablespoon vinegar to each quart 
of water. Simmer 20 minutes. 
Keep in cold water until ready to 
use to prevent darkening. To cream 
sweetbreads, chop fine oné-half can 
mushrooms, mix with prepared 
sweetbreads.

Cold Supper Suggestions. 
Speaking of buffet suppers, for a 
cold-dish buffet chicken salad in a 
grape ring tempts both eye and pal- 
ate. Make a gelatin mold in ring 
form, using purple grape juice for 
the liquid) Unmold the ring and 
fill the center with chicken salad 
which was made by blending halved 
and seeded red or white grapes 
with diced cooked chicken meat. 
Allow half as many grapes, by 
measure, as you have meat. That 
is, for two cups of diced chicken 
meat, use one cup of grape halves. 
Blend the ingredients with whipped 
cream dressing, or with mayonnaise 
into which whipped cream has been 
folded.

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Short Breath Is 
Not Always Due 
To Heart Disease 


By Dr. lago Galdston 


T is not uncommon to find pa- 
[tents complaining of shortness of 

breath or of difficulty in drawing 
a deep breath, who are more con- 
cerned over the disease they think 
they are suffering than the discom- 
fort they actually feel. 

Most such patients are afraid of 
heart disease. They have heard that 
“shortness of breath” is one of its 
symptoms, and, suffering from what 
they consider shortness of breath, 
they draw what seems to be the evi- 
dent conclusion—which brings them 
to the physician’s office with their 
complaints. 

It is true that dyspnea or short- 
ness of breath is a cardinal symp- 
tom of heart disease, but the dysp- 
nea of heart disease is associated 
with effort and muscular, strain, 
whereas the shortness of breath 
complained of by the type of patient 
referred to here is quite frequent- 
ly felt when the patient is at rest, 
either sitting or lying. 

The patient does not really feel 
as if he were choking. He rather 
feels uncomfortable because he just 
eannot seem to fill his lungs. Once 
he does succeed in expanding his 
chest to the fullest extent, he expe- 
riences a sensation of immediate re- 
lief, 

In the type of patient we are con- 
sidering this sighing difficulty is 
not the only symptom, Usually, the 
patient is of a nervous temperament 
and complains, in addition, of ex- 
haustion or fatigue, of irritability, 
palpitations, tremblings and dizzi- 
ness. His sensation of dyspnea ap- 
pears and disappears and is brought 
on by worry, anxiety, shock and a 
low state of physical fatigue. . 

There is no organic or actual con- 
stitutional disease condition to ac- 
count for this sighing. It is a symp- 
tom which points to some unhappi- 
ness in the emotional and psycho- 
logic phases of the individual's life.
